ASSEMBLY FIGHT 


ON PENAL CODE 
CHANGE IS SEEN

SACRAMENTO  (lP)—An intensive 

fight was forecast in the California 
Assembly today as members prepared 
to act upon a penal code amendment 
which would lighten the penalty for 
conspiring to commit any crime listed 
a misdemeanor. 

Supporters of the measure stressed 
the fact that the bill would prevent 
authorities from bringing felony char- 
ges against sit-down strikers who con- 
spired to trespass. Opponents, how- 
ever, held that the amendment not 
only would benefit sit-down strikers, 
but might even destroy the most ef- 
fective weapons society uses against or- 
ganized crime. 

The present law provides for convic- 
tion on a felony charge of anyone 
guilty of conspiring to commit a 
crime, even if the crime is only a mis- 
demeanor. The amendment would 
change the penal code to provide that 
no one convicted of conspiring to com- 
mit a crime could be given a sentence 
greater than that meted out for actual 
commission of the crime.

ELECTION ON 
BONDS CALLED 


‘Proposed Auditorium 
Site Considered 
Ideal 


Formal action calling a special elec- 
tion in Placerville school district on a 
proposal to vote $40,000 in bonds for 
additional class rooms and a_ school 
auditorium, was taken at a meeting of 
the school board on Tuesday night. 

Legal papers in the case had been 
prepared by Attorneys Henry S. Lyon 
and Robert E. Roberts and the action 
of the board Tuesday night made the 
call for the election official when the 
signatures of board members were af- 
fixed to the papers. 

The site for the proposed auditorium 
is considered ideal by the members of 
the board, who point out that ample 
parking space is available in the near 
vicinity. Steps will connect the audi- 
torium, to be erected at the east end 
of the present grammar school build- 
ing, with Union Street, where parking 
is available. 

Parking space will also be available 
on the grammar school play area, and 
on Cottage and Circus Streets, in the 
near vicinity of the building. 

In addition to this promise of gen- 
eral utility for the auditorium, the 
board has the additional opportunity 
to include under the same roof, three 
class rooms and a manual training de- 
partment, which will relieve congestion 
in the now over-crowded school build- 
ing.

ARBITRATION IN 
LABOR STRIKES 
GAINS STRENGTH

A prediction of union leaders that 
the entire steel industry and its 525,- 
000 workers would be unionized with- 
out resorting to strikes or violence to- 
day spurred peaceful arbitration ef- 
forts across the nation’s strike front. 
Government arbitrators interviewed 


in deadlocks between workers and em- 


ployers in Providence, R. I., and Gro- 
ton, Conn., and a strike affecting 3500 
workers at the Motor Products Corpo— 
ration plant in Detroit—one of three 
new sit-downs in the automobile in— 
dustry—was settled. 

Secretary of Labor Frances Perkins. 
sent a federal conciliator to Provi- 
dence, to rush a settlement of the 
strike of 200 truck drivers. Confer- 
ences of drivers’ union leaders in 
Massachussetts and Connecticut -indi- 
cated that the strike might spread. 

Wage and hour demands were ready 
to be presented to the Chrysler Corpo— 
ration, employing 67,000 workers, by 
the automobile workers union.

Q.—What are your habits regarding 
sleeping? A—I sleep between seven 
and eight hours a night regularly, be- 
tween 11 p.m. and 7a.m. I fall asleep 
at once no matter what I have done or 
what has happened to me during the 
day. I use no expedients to invite 
sleep and take no siesta during the 
day. Siestas are the consequence of 
overeating at luncheon. 


Q.—What are your mental relaxa- 
tions and your preferences in reading? 
A.—In my very few hours of relaxa- 
tion, I read both ancient and modern 
books—especially books of political or 
historical character. But I do not ex- 
clude novels if they give rise to public 
interest. 


Q.—Have you suffered from illness 
lately? A.——I was sick in 1925. Since 
then, I have not lost a single day. At 
the first symptom of any kind of indis- 
position I fast for a least 24 hours. 

Q.—Some statesmen have confessed 
that they always have felt, in speaking 
to large crowds, what is called in Eng- 
lish ‘stage fright.’ Have you ever ex- 
perienced that feeling? A—When I 
am before large crowds, even hundreds 
of thousands, I am never hesitant. The 
arguments I shall deal with are already 
clear in my mind. There remains only 
the words to appropriately express 
| ideas which I am about to expound. 

Q.—What are your working habits? 
A.—My days have fixed audiences 
with the heads of administration and 
occur in the mornings between 8 a. m. 
and l'p. m. In the afternoons I grant 
other audiences which vary from five 
to 20, between 3 p. m. and 8 p.m. I 
work between 12 and 14 hours each 
day. My work is absolutely ordered 
and methodical. From the point of 
view of diligence and accuracy, I take 
pride in considering myself a first 
class official. I discharge those col- 
laborators of mine who turn out to be
